"tax experts" as practiced in 
many, Texas counties was 
termed "a form of legalized 
hi-jacking" by W. G. Kin- 
solving, 
president 
of the 


South Texas Chamber of 
Commerce and publisher of 
the 
Corpus Christ! Times and Caller, in 
a speech prepared for delivery be- 
fore the agricultural club here to- 
day.The address was the first in a 
campaign in which the chamber 
hopes to enlist public sentiment for 
legislative enactment barring tax 
experts. . He asserted the chamber 
heh}. nothing "against tax experts 
per se". but insisted the practice is 
flagrantly afcused in many districts. 
Want Practice Abolished. 
"There may be many cases," he 
eaid,."where it is advisable 
for 
county authrorities to seek special 
aid, but we contend such aid should 
be on a per diem, not per dollar ba- 
We are S°inS to do everything 
can to see that the practice is 
^iolished. We want to turn the 
pbtlight on,tax exporting so bril- 
liantly that every thread of its shod- 
dy 'fabric will be revealed to the 
public gaze. We have enough bur- 
dens in support of governmental 
.agencies without the added load of 
several million dollars worth of tax 
experts." 
The tax expert, he explained, goes 
to county tax officials and offers to 
assume all their worries for the ap- 
parently nominal payment of 12 
cents or more on every $100 in- 
crease in the tax rolls. Then the 
expert, going to work as an employe 
of the county, "may, by whatever 
method he sees fit, increase taxes 
of industrial interests which are de- 
veloping the natural resources of 
that county." 
In addition, the expert may go to 
the largest city in the county, and 
make a similar contract; then a 
to. that a contract .with school dis- 
tricts, finally, collecting, in the ag- 
gregate, commissions amounting to 
more than 30 cents on each $100 of 
assessed taxes, he said.

of farmers' and bankers' associa- 
ions. 
It would be possible for the farm 
board to furnish speakers and ed- 
ucational matter, and possibly lend 
money, toward a campaign to or- 
ganize the farmers of Texas-by dis- 
tricts, Williams said, replyingi to a 
question from C, S. E. Holland of 
Houston, representing 
the 
Texas 
Bankers association, who expressed 
belief that the only way to get re- 
lief-would "be to undertake the-tank 
of educating the farmers to the real 
meantpg of the farm board act. He 
said he believed this would require 
several years. 
Must Organize. 
"It is absolutely necessary that 
the farmers group themselves into 
a thorough organization if anything 
is done," Williams said. "The feder. 
al farm board was created by con- 
gress to aid the farmers in help- 
ing themselves." 
He declared there must be a cen- 
tralized agency to "absolutely con- 
trol the flow of the product to the 
markets of the world." He said one

Chief Justice Taft has been forced 
by a weakened physical condition 
abruptly to end his court work and 
go away for a rest. 


The chief justice is In a highly ner- 
vous condition caused by a recur- 
rence of bladder trouble which he 
suffered about six years ago and 
which then yielded to treatment. 


His condition has caused worry 
within the court circles for some 
time. 
Last summer while in a weaken- 


ed physical due to the discharge of 
his duties, the chief justice went to 
Cincinnati to visit his 
brother, 


Charles P. Taft, and overtaxed him- 
self. 
He exhausted himself in visiting 


various places of his childhood in 
tho city and returned to Washing- 
ton in such a weakened condition 
he was forced to enter a hospital. 
After treatment there he went to 
his summer home at Murray Bay, 
Quebec, where his condition show- 
ed improvement. 


He was able to attend the confer- 
ence of circuit court judges to ex- 
amine the condition of business in 
federal courts throughout the coun- 
try and was able to attend all ses- 
sions of the court up to the recess 
in December. 


Recently the death of Charles P. 


Taft further complicated his ner- 
vous condition. 
He went to Cin- 


'clnnatl to attend the funeral against 
the advice of his associates on the 
bench and returned last Saturday 
seemingly without 
impairing his 
health. 


Mr. Taft decided yesterday to 
take a rest and was not present 
when the court resumed its sessions 
today.. He was hopeful a complete 
rest would enable him to resume his 
judicial duties. 


Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
who will be 89 years old in March 
and is the senior associate on the 
bench, will preside 
during 
his 


chief's absence. 
After a few days in a 
hospital 


here his family and friends believ- 
ed tho chief justice would go to a 
Southern resort probably Asheville. 
N. C., for a few weeks of rest.

CITY TAX OFFICIAL 
SAYS AMENDMENT IS 
GOOD FORTAXPAYER 


W. F. SEALE~OUTLINES AD- 


VANTAGES HE STATES 
WILL FOLLOW CHANGE 


Corslcana tax-payers will gain a 


decided advantage if the proposed 
amendment 
to section 45 of the 


city charter is carried on January 
14 in the opinion of W. F. Seale, 
city tax assessor and collector. This 
change would provide for- the com- 
mission to sit as a board of equal- 
ization or to name such a board. 
At present the board is named by 
the mayor, and is responsible to no 
authority for their actions. 
Their 


motive is to go over the tax rolls 
as quickly as possible, the city of- 
ficial declared, 
and 
when their 
work is completed a citizen has no 
recourse on an assessment until 
the taxes have become delinquent. 


Under the terms of the amend- 


ment, a majority of the commission 
would name the members of the 
board of equalization or would sit 
as such a board, hear all protests 
and evidence and levy such assess- 
ments. 
Under those conditions a 
belated protest could be acted upon 
"by the commission, while such ac- 
tion Is impossible under the present 
article of the 
charter, since the 


commission 
Is 
prevented 
from 
changing the report of the board of 
equalization until after the taxes 
become delinquent. 


Responsible to People 


With the commission sitting as a 
board of equalization, the various 
commissioners would be able 
to 


more nearly equalize taxes 
and 


keep them in such condition, and at 
the same time keep in closer touch 
with the affairs of the city, a duty 
with which they are charged, Mr. 
Seale declared. 


The commission would be direct- 


ly responsible to the people under 
the new article and would carry 
out a program similar to the county 
commissioners' pourt, meeting 
as 


frequently and as long as necessary 
to give every citizen a hearing. 


Making up the1 tax rolls is.-one of 
the most important parts of the 
city's affairs, according to the tax 
assessor-collector, for it is a city's 
taxes that determine Its condition. 
If tho taxes are too low, then the 
city will run into debt and be ma- 
terially handicapped; while if the 
taxes are too high, a hardship is 
worked on the ciltzens, and there is 
a breach of good government/ 
Will Place Responsibility 


Summed up, the amendment will 
place the responsibility for 
the 
equalization of taxes where It be- 
longs, make more equitable 
ad- 


justments possible, and provide the 
body charged 
with directin- the 


city's affairs with a more thorough 
knowledge of the condition of the 
city than it has had before, accord- 
ing to Mr. Seale. 


Article 45 of the city charter as 


it would appear if it is amended: 


Section 45: The commission of 
Said City shall constitute a Board 
of equalization for said city, or in 
the discretion of said commission, 
the Mayor may, each year, appoint 
three (3) persons who are resident 
citizens of the city and free-holders 
therein, to act as a Board of Equal- 
ization for said City. In either case 
tho board "shall have all tho power 
granted to the commissioners court 
of a county to act as a board of 
equalization, 
and 
the 
members 


thereof shall receive such compen- 
sation for their services as may be 
prescribed by the commission, but 
in no event to exceed $7.50 per day. 
o

panies, but the total of public works 
continued to grow with 19 states un- 
touched in the survey and 13 others 
partially covered.

were complete. 
The public utility and telephone 
groups fixed their estimate at $2,- 
100,000.000; public workss including 
those of the federal government, 
reached $1,550,000,000, and railroads 
set a total of $1,505,000,000.

Surveys for the states moved to- 
ward the white house daily, and the 
president said he 
expected 
they 


would be completed by the middle 
of this month. 
In addition to these, Mr. Hoover 


pointed out that this total did not 
include industrial and factory im- 
provements or building construc- 
tion. A special committee was set 
up at the December conference of 
the chamber of commerce of 
the 


United States to make a survey of 
the prospects in these fields.

liquor smuggling boat, Black Duck, 
which resulted in the death of three 
men. 


Mr. Mellons statement was 
In 


line with th^ose previously made by 
Rear Admiral Billard, coast guard 
commandant, and Assistant Secre- 
tary Lawman. 


The secretary 
of 
the treasury 


said the shooting was regretted, 
but reports to him indicated the 
coast guard 
was acting "entirely 


within their Instructions 
and ob- 


serving their duty in what they 
did. 


"They gave 
warning, the boat 
was endeavoring 
to 
escape and 


they could not do less than they 
did," he said. 


Tho secretary, who returned 
to 


Washington today from a sea trip 
in Bahama waters, said the coast 
guard had information that 
the 
smugglers were attemptingto run 
liquor into tho United States and 
concentrated coast guard boats in 
that vicinity. The Black Duck, he 
said, was near the coast off New- 
port. 
"The coast guard," Mr. 
Mejlon 


said, "is authorized under the law 
to use force to stop boats..If they 
could not shoot, they could not 
carry out their instructions. They 
give warning and pursue and if a 
boat does not stop it is necessary 
to use force. 
In these cases the 


men were 
violators 
of the law. 
They were smuggling liquor, and 
it. was the coast guards' duty to 
capture them."

Sixty-four years ago Good- 


night and two others, John 
Chisholm and Oliver Loring' 
made the first cattle drive 
over the route that was la- 
ter to become famous in the 
song and story of the 
cow 


country. 
This 
drive 
and 


many that followed it were 
made necessary by the pres- 
ence of nearly a million head 
of virtually ownerless cattle 
in Texas at the close of the 
Civil war. It was a question 
of selling the cattle or ruin 
for Texas.." Colonel Good- 
night and his companions 
showed Texas the way out. 


During their time they 


drove vast herds of 
cattle 


over the 
Chisholm Trail 


which was not the same as 
bringing the cows in for 
milking. Every mile of the

was 
left. 


Clues were few—six keys on a ring 
and an engine number being the 
best. 


Police believe the youth was dead 


before burned; they pointed to his 
cremation as intended to be a warn- 
ing to others who might encroach 
on the gangland preserve of rivals. 


A post-mortem disclosed a bullet 


wound in the back of the 
head, 


while in the roadway, close behind 
the car, was a patch of blood. Po- 
lice believe the youth was pulled 
from the car by his rivals and shot 
to death; then the car and clothing 
were saturated with gasoline and 
alcohol and tho body tossed onto 
the back seat of the sedan.

per cent individually, 
since 
the 
board must deal solely with co-oper- 
ative organizations, and we cannot 
afford to distribute relief in the way 
of advances on cotton to only three 
or four per cent to the exclusion of 
the other 96 per cent," he said. 


Chairman Speaks Plainly. 
Chairman Legge told the confer- 


ence that If the attitude of "won- 
dering what the 'fool1 farm board 
is going to do" continued tho real 
relief will not be much. 


"It Is necessary that the farm- 
ers get together and quit this thing 
of being competitors of one anoth- 
er," ho said. 


He pointed out that there could 


not be a "cut and dried" program, 
but declared the varied situations 
that existed peculiar to as many 
communities 
made it imperative 
that the board maintain a "flexible" 
policy insofar as it could under the 
law which created it. 
"There are no two states in har- 


mony on this thing; they all seem 
to be competing," Legge said, 


Matter Up to Texas 
It is proposed to set up a super- 


cooperative organization of $30,'000,- 
000 capital through which tho state 
organizations will work, Williams 
said. 


The question 
up 
to Texas is 


whether it shall operate to seek aid 
through state wide cooperative or- 
ganizations, or regional or local 
groups. 


Williams said a meeting would 


be held in 
Washington 
Friday 


when it was hoped to perfect or- 
ganization of the corporation which 
would act as the superstructure. 
Farmers will be obliged to give 


up certain "rights and preroga- 
tives" when they enter into tho or- 
ganization, Williams said. 


College President Heard 


This phase of tho proposal was 


touched on by President T. O. Wal- 
ton 
of Texas Agricultural 
and 


Mechanical college, who gave it as 
his opinion tho farmers should be 
permitted to exercise some kind 
of an' option over the sale of their 
cotton. 


Charles B. Metcalfo of San An- 


gelo, who said ho was the only far- 
mer in attendance on the confer- 
ence, declared the bankers held the 
solution in, their hands. 


"If they will insist on loaning 


money to farmers who do not over- 
plant and quit calling their loans 
on farmers who are endeavoring to 
hold cotton for better prices, they 
will solve the 
situation/' Metcalfe 


said. 


Walton said It was obvious the 


farmers were expecting more than 
the board would ever be able 
to 


give them. 


"I hope you gentlemen will say 


some very definite things as 
to 


what relief we may expect, while 
you are in Texas," 
Walton 
told 


Legge and Williams. "It would be 
fine if you could give an idea of 
the most the farmers could expect 
to get in the way of advances 
on 


their cotton, on a per pound basis." 
State Official Speaks 


George B. Terrell, Texas commis- 


sioner of agriculture, said he be-

should "loan 


money on tho basis value of the 
cotton, arrived at by cost of pro- 
duction, and not on a price per 
pound fixed on the cotton market 
by cotton speculators."
